Lt.  Col.  Walter  B.  Harris  Jr.  has 
been  appointed  professor  of  military 
science  and  director  of  the  Reserve 
Officer  Training  Corps  Program  at 
Northwestern.

She  joined  the  Northwestern  staff 
in  the  fall  of  1968  as  counselor  for 
women  and  has  served  for  the  past 
three  years  as  coordinator  of  orienta- 
tion and  organizations  at  Northwest- 
ern. 

CIVIC  CHORUS  FORMED 

Singers  from  Northwestern  and  the 
Natchitoches  community  have  or- 
ganized the  city's  first  civic  chorus, 
a  group  that  will  be  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Dr.  John  Taylor  of  the  De- 
partment of  Music  at  NSU. 

The  new  civic  chorus  will  be  known 
as  the  Natchitoches-NSU  Chorale  and 
will  serve  as  a  cooperative  organiza- 
tion with  the  Natchitoches-Northwest- 
ern  Symphony  Orchestra,  which  is 
conducted  by  NSU  music  department 
chairman  Dr.  J.  Robert  Smith. 

Natchitoches-Northwestern's  civic 
chorus  which  presently  has  a  member- 
ship of  more  than  100  singers,  will 
perform  two  major  concert  programs 
during  the  current  academic  year. 


Bienvenu  New  NSU  President 


Northwestern  president-elect  Dr.  Rene  Bienvenu  says 
his  major  goal  upon  assuming  leadership  of  the  university 
Feb.  1  "will  be  to  improve  the  academic  atmosphere  of 
the  school." 

Bienvenu,  who  was  selected  from  among  13  candidates 
to  succeed  the  retiring  Dr.  Arnold  Kilpatrick,  stated,  "I 
think  you  can  best  improve  the  academic  atmosphere  of  a 
university  by  motivating  the  faculty.  By  motivating  the 
faculty,  you  also  motivate  the  student  body." 

Acknowledging  that  he  is  "academically-oriented," 
Bienvenu  stated  in  the  first  news  media  interview  following 
his  selection  as  Northwestern's  new  president  that  "the 
university  should  belong  to  academics  and  not  to  the 
administration." 

The  selection  of  Bienvenu,  a  nationally-known  scien- 
tific researcher  and  writer,  has  been  applauded  in  North 
Louisiana  newspaper  editorials  as  a  choice  based  on  aca- 
demic and  administrative  qualifications. 

Following  Bienvenu's  selection,  The  Shreveport  Times 
stated  editorially,  "Evidently  scholastic  credentials,  not 
politics  or  personalities,  decided  the  issue."  A  Natchitoches 
Times  editorial  and  said  Bienvenu's  "rich  academic  back- 
ground, adnunistrative  experience  and  personal  qualities 
placed  him  frankly  in  a  class  by  himself  among  aspirants 
for  the  position." 

Bienvenu's  reputation  as  an  academician  is  far-reaching. 
At  the  time  of  his  appointment  as  Northwestern's  presi- 
dent-elect, he  served  as  assistant  dean  of  the  School  of 
Allied  Health  at  the  Louisiana  State  University  Medical 
Center  in  Shreveport. 

Before  accepting  the  LSU  position  earlier  this  year, 
Bienvenu  was  dean  of  the  College  of  Science  and  Tech- 
nology at  Northwestern  and  had  served  on  the  university's 
faculty  for  27  years.  He  was  a  dean  at  Northwestern  for 
10  years  and  from  1960  until  1967  was  chairman  of  the 
Department  of  Microbiology  at  NSU. 

A  native  of  Colfax,  Bienvenu  had  served  as  a  micro- 
biologist at  Confederate  Memorial  Hospital  in  Shreveport 
and  as  a  chemist  for  Leland  Hamner  Company  in  Houston 
before  joining  the  Northwestern  faculty  in   1950. 

Bienvenu  earned  the  B.S.  degree  in  zoology  from  LSU 
in  1944  and  the  M.S.  degree  in  bacteriology  from  LSU  in 
1949.  He  received  his  doctorate  in  microbiology  from  the 
University  of  Texas  in  1957. 

Northwestern's  preaident-elect  also  studied  at  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania,  Cornell  University  and  the 
Oak  Ridge  Institute  for  Nuclear  Studies. 

Bienvenu,  who  has  taught  as  a  visiting  professor  at  the 
University  of  Texas,  is  professor  of  microbiology  and  im- 
munology and  professor  of  medical  technology  at  the  LSU 
Medical  School  in  addition  to  serving  as  assistant  dean. 

Research  conducted  by  Bienvenu  on  brucellosis  has 
received  nationwide  attention.  He  has  authored  numerous 
articles  for  .scientific  and  scholarly  journals  and  has  de- 
livered fKipers  on  his  extensive  medical  research  at  pro- 
fessional  meetings   throughout   the   United   States. 

In  an  address  to  Northwestern  faculty  members  and 
administrators    following    his    selection    as    president-elect.

Bienvenu  reaffirmed  his  dedication  to  academic  excel- 
lence but  he  also  said,  "I  feel  that  Northwestern  must  have 
a  strong  athletic  program  and  must  excel  in  all  other  areas 
if  we  are  to  project  the  image  which  we  desire.  All  univer- 
<^ity  programs  complement  each  other,  and  we  must  work 
to  upgrade  academics,  athletics,  the  band  and  all  other 
phases  of  the  university." 

Bienvenu  will  become  chief  administrator  of  a  univer- 
sity which  has  been  plagued  in  recent  years  by  a  declining 
on-campus  enrollment.  He  said,  "Enrollment  will  no  doubt 
fluctuate  for  the  next  few  years,  and  there  will  probably 
be  times  when  it  fluctuates  downward,  but  we  will  have 
no  problems  with  enrollment  when  we  raise  the  status  of 
the  university  to  the  position  it  should  be." 

He  added,  "Students  are  our  best  recruiters,  and  when 
we  begin  to  show  students  that  we  are  concerned  about 
them  and  their  future  by  offering  them  the  very  best 
education  possible,  they  will  bring  other  students  here. 
And  our  faculty — if  it  is  properly  motivated — will  attract 
students.  If  we  concentrate  on  quality,  we  will  have  no 
problems  with  enrollment." 

Bienvenu — who  has  maintained  a  close  rapport  with 
Northwestern  students — received  the  official  endorsement 
of  the  NSU  Student  Government  Association  in  his  bid 
for  the  presidency. 

Northwestern's  new  president  holds  membership  in 
numerous  professional,  honorar>'  and  civic  organizations, 
including  the  American  S<Kiety  for  Microbiology,  lx)uisiana 
Academy  of  .Sciences,  Beta  Beta  Beta.  Sigma  Xi,  Phi  Kappa 
Phi,  Phi  Eta  Sigma  and  the  Louisiana  Academy  of  Sciences. 

He  is  married  to  the  former  Catherine  Nelken  of 
Natchitoches,  and  they  arc  the  parents  of  three  children, 
Steven  Nelken,  Elizabeth  Ann  and  Patricia  Renee.

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Ground  is  Broken  at  Homecoming  For  Field  House 


Groundbreaking  ceremonies  for 
Northwestern's  $2.1  million  athletic 
field  house  were  conducted  in  con- 
junction with  NSU's  fall  Homecoming 
activities. 

The  groundbreaking  program  for 
the  38,000-squarf  foot  facility  was 
held  at  halftime  of  the  football  game 
between  Northwestern  and  Northeast 
Louisiana  in  Turpin  Stadium. 

Breaking  ground  for  the  field 
house,  which  will  actually  be  a  three- 
building  complex  joined  by  glass- 
enclosed  corridors,  were  NSU 
dent  Dr.  Arnold  R.  Kilpatrick, 
dent-elect  Dr.  Rene  Bienvenu,  and  area 
members  of  the  Louisiana  Legislature', 
State  Board  of  Regents  and  the  State 
Board  of  Trustees  for  Colleges  and 
Universities.  U.  S.  Rep.  Jerry  Huckaby 
of  the  5th  Congressional  District  also 
participated    in   the   program. 

The  field  house  has  been  dt^igncd 
by  the  architectural  firm  of  Harold 
E.  Pique  and  Associates  of  New  Or- 
leans. Contractor  for  the  project  is 
Mclnnis  Brothers  Inc.,  of  Minden. 
Construction  on  the  facility  began  in 
early    October    and    should    be    com- 
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pleled  in  12  to  15  months.  The  field 
house  will  be  built  at  the  south  end 
of  Turpin  Stadium. 

Northwestern's  modern  new  field 
house  represents  the  third  phase  of 
construction  on  a  $10  million  athletic 
complex  that  is  taking  shape  on  the 
NSU  campus. 

Recently  completed  was  Turpin 
Stadium,  a  16,000-seat  facility  con- 
structed at  a  cost  of  nearly  $6  mil- 
lion. Nearing  completion  is  North- 
western's  track  and  field  stadium, 
and  appropriations  have  also  be?n 
received  for  a  new  tennis  complex 
and  renovation  of  Prather  Coliseum 
and  the  basketball  stadium. 

The  main  wing  of  the  field  hous3 
complex  is  a  two-story  structure 
housing  the  administrative  offices  toi 
the  athletic  department. 

Located  on  the  first  floor  of  the 
central  building  will  be  the  main 
entrance  to  the  field  house  and  officer 
for  the  athletic  director,  sports  in 
formation  director,  athletic  business 
manager  and  secretaries.  A  large 
lounge  and  two  overnight  guest  rojms 
are  also  on  the  first  level. 


On  the  second  level  of  the  adminis- 
trative section  is  the  Purple  and 
White  Room,  an  activity  and  meeting 
area  to  be  used  for  social  gatherings 
by  Northwestern  athletes  and  co3ch?s. 

In  another  two-story  structure  ad- 
joining the  administrative  section  will 
be  first-level  dressing  rooms  for 
Northwestern's  spring  sports  teams, 
visiting  teams  and  the  NSU  coach- 
ing staff.  Also  located  on  the  first 
level  will  be  a  lounge  area  for  game 
o'ficials. 

On  the  second  floor  of  the  building 
will  be  some  20  offices  and  con- 
ference and  meeting  rooms  for  North- 
western coaches. 

The  third  wing  of  the  field  house 
will  have  large,  modem  training  and 
dressing  rooms,  a  sauna  bath,  sunken 
whirlpools,  individualized  training 
areas,  the  home  dressing  room,  and 
areas  for  laundry,  equipment  issue 
and  storage. 

To  be  located  on  the  second  level 
of  the  structure  Ls  a  spacious  weight 
training  area,  which  can  also  be  uti- 
lized for  practice  purposes  when  in- 
clement weather  prevents  outdoor 
workouts.

Basketball  Demons  "Globe-Trotting''  in  1977-78 


Coach  Tynes  Hildebrand  and  his  Northwestern  State 
University  basketball  squad  won't  really  be  globe-trotting 
during  the  1977-78  season,  but  it  niay  seem  that  way  with 
a  schedule  that  begins  in  Las  Vegas,  Nev.,  and  ends  in 
DeLand,  Fla. 

The  I>emons,  in  their  second  season  in  Division  I,  open 
the  1977-78  season  on  the  road  against  NCAA  semifinalist 
Nevada-Las  Vegas  and  25  games  later  close  out  the  cam- 
paign with  a  journey  to  meet  always-powerful  Stetson 
University. 

And,  in  between,  it's  not  going  to  be  much  easier. 

"No  doubt,  this  will  be  one  of  the  toughest  years  we've 
ever  had  as  far  as  caliber  of  competition  goes,"  Hildebrand 
said.  "Very  few  of  our  opponents  will  not  be  better  than 
last  year,  and  the  new  teams  we  have  added  to  the  schedule 
are  practically  all  renowned  basketball  powers." 

Northwestern  leaped  into  major-college  play  in  a  big 
way  in  1967-77,  compiling  a  17-9  record  by  winning  nine 
out  of  its  final  11  outings.  The  Demons  also  compiled  an 
11-2  record  on  their  Prather  Coliseum  home  court. 

However,  two  of  the  main  reasons  for  that  successful 
record — forward  Billy  Reynolds  and  guard  Dcin  Bell — have 


graduated  along  with  sixth  man  Tom  Edens.  Reynolds,  a 
6-foot-6  standout,  rewrote  the  school  scoring  records  during 
his  career  and  last  year  was  the  eighth  leading  scorer  in 
the  nation  with  a  26.4  average  while  also  ranking  in  the 
top  20  in  rebounding. 

Bell,  a  6-foot-3  sharpshooter,  was  the  team's  second- 
leading  scorer  with  a  15.6  average. 

Three  starters  return  from  last  year's  squad,  led  by  the 
two  Lesters — 6-foot-6  senior  forward  Lester  Elie  and  5-foot-9 
senior  Le'^ter  Davis.  Elie  averaged  13-7  points  and  7.7  re- 
bounds per  game  last  year  while  hitting  53.2  percent  from 
the  field,  and  the  jumping  jack  should  be  ready  for  a 
stellar  senior  campaign. 

Davis,  a  cat-quick  guard,  led  the  team  in  assists  with 
110,  an  average  of  more  than  four  a  game,  and  he  already 
holds  the  school's  record  for  assists  with  one  season  to  go. 
He  also  averaged  13.0  points  and  a  surprising  4.1  rebounds 
per  game. 

The  other  returning  starter  is  6-foot-6  sophomore  center 
Frederick  Piper,  who  started  every  game  of  his  freshman 
season  and  averaged  9.2  rebounds,  second  on  the  team, 
along  with  scoring  at  a  7.4  clip.

Runners,  Spikers 
Have  Good  Fall 

Northwestern's  cross  country  and 
women's  volleyball  team  both  closed 
out  their  fall  schedule  on  a  successful 
note  with  winning  records  during  the 
season. 

The  cross  country  squad  was  un- 
beaten at  3-0  going  into  their  final 
dual  match  of  the  season,  having 
downed  Centenary  College  and  North- 
east Louisiana  twice  in  dual  affairs. 
The  NSU  squad,  under  coach  Jerry 
Dyes  and  graduate  assistant  Frank 
Trammell,  also  took  part  in  three 
large  meets  during  the  fall. 

Freshman  Billy  Green  of  Marshall, 
Tex.,  was  NSU's  individual  leader  all 
season,  and  the  durable  Texan  was 
the  individual  winner  in  each  of  the 
Demons'  first  three  dual  meets.  He 
posted  a  27.19  clocking  over  North- 
western's  Simile  course  in  a  dual 
affair  with  Northeast  to  beat  the 
rest  of  the  field  by  over  30  seconds. 

The  NSU  women's  volleyball  team, 
under  co-coaches  Yvonne  Ridenhour 
and  Carolyn  Miles,  held  an  8-6  record 
going  into  the  final  two  weeks  of  the 
season.  The  Lady  Demons  had  finished 
third  in  the  USL  Invitational  Meet 
and  second  in  NSU's  own  Round  Robin 
tournament  and  were  considered  one 
of  thp  dark  horse  favorites  for  the 
state  LAIAW  tournament  in  Thibo- 
daux. 

Leading  the  squad  was  senior  Cheryl 
Dore  of  New  Iberia,  a  diminuitive 
4-foot-9  setter  who  was  twice  an 
LAIAW  All-State  selection.

DEMONS  AFTER 
WINNING  SEASON 

Northwestern  State  University's  football  squad  carried 
a  5-4  record  and  a  once-beaten  home  slate  into  the  final 
two  games  of  the  1977  season  in  search  of  NSU's  first  win- 
ning football  record  since  1973. 

The  Demons  were  4-1  on  the  Astroturf  of  Harry  "Rags" 
Turpin  Stadium  and  won  four  straight  at  home  before 
falling  14-7  to  McNeese  State  in  the  home  finale.  That  was 
followed  by  road  battles  with  Southwestern  La.  and  South- 
eastern La. 

The  Demons  won  their  annual  Homecoming  battle  13-0 
over  Northeast  Louisiana  as  NSU's  "Tasmanian  Devil"  de- 
fense shut  out  the  Indians.  NSU  turned  in  its  second  shut- 
out performance  two  weeks  later  with  a  surprising  43-0 
mauling  of  Lamar  University. 

Perhaps  the  most  disappointing  loss  of  the  season 
was  the  30-8  defeat  at  the  hands  of  ancient  rival  La.  Tech  in 
the  annual  "State  Fair  Classic"  in  Shreveport.  Over  32,000 
fans  saw  the  Demons  fall  for  the  seventh  straight  time  to 
the  Bulldogs,  thanks  to  breakdowns  both  offensively  and 
defensively. 

There  were  happier  times,  though.  In  NSU's  first-ever 
game  played  in  the  all-new  stadium  facility,  the  Demons 
roared  back  from  a  24-7  deficit  in  the  final  quarter  to  knock 
off  Texas-Arlington  28-24  behind  the  four  touchdown  passes 
of  substitute  quarterback  Kenny  Philibert. 


Brewer  Leads  Lady  Demons   Into  '77-78  Season 


Northwestern  State  University's 
Lady  Demon  basketball  squad  will  re- 
turn three  of  its  four  leading  scorers 
from  the  1976-77  team,  but  the  overall 
success  of  the  NSU  squad  during  the 
1977-78  season  will  depend  on  only 
one  of  the  three — sharpshooting  Lisa 
Brewer. 

Brewer,  a  5-foot-6  junior  from  De- 
Ridder,  has  been  the  Lady  Demons' 
leading  scorer  from  the  first  day  she 
donned  an  NSU  uniform,  and  is  well 
on  her  way  toward  one  of  the  greatest 
careers  ever  assembled  by  any  female 
player  in  the  nation. 

It  is  her  ability  on  which  coach 
Charlotte  Corley  bases  her  hopes  of 
bettering  the  17-14  record  compiled  by 
the  Lady  Demons  last  season.  The 
record,  the  fourth  straight  winning 
mark  in  a  program  which  has  never 
had  a  losing  season,  does  not  tell  the 
whole  story  since  the  NSU  squad 
finished  second  in  the  state  tourna- 
ment and  advanced  to  the  regional 
meet. 

Brewer  averaged  20.7  points  last 
season  in  addition  to  4.5  rebounds, 
4.0  assists  and  a  blistering  82.3  per- 
cent from  the  foul  line.  She  saved  her 
best  efforts  for  tournament  play,  how- 
ever, as  she  was  the  leading  scorer  in 
the  La.  Association  for  Intercollegiate 
Athletics  for  Women  (LAI AW)  state 
meet  with  a  27.0  average. 


For  her  efforts.  Brewer  was  named 
the  Most  Valuable  Player  in  the 
tournament,  the  highest  honor  a  fe- 
male player  can  receive  in  the  state. 

Her  career  totals  are  even  more 
astonishing.  Brewer  has  scored  1,250 
points  during  her  freshman  and  sopho- 
more years  and  is  the  first  player  in 
state  history  to  surpass  the  1,000-point 
mark  while  still  a  sophomore. 


Diana  Cary,  a  5-foot-8  junior  from 
Lacassine,  averaged  6.9  points  and 
6.7  rebounds  per  game  last  season, 
finishing  third  on  the  team  in  the 
latter  category,  and  is  the  second  re- 
turning starter.  Junior  Becky  Guidry 
of  Midland  at  5-foot-7  averaged  7.6 
points  per  game  in  a  substitute  role, 
fourth  on  the  squad,  and  will  likely 
team  with  Cary  on  the  front  line.

NSU  Gets  Center  For  History  of  State  Education 


The  Center  for  History  of  Louisiana 
Education  has  been  established  on  the 
campus  of  Northwestern  to  preserve 
historical  documents  and  materials 
relating  to  the  educational  heritage 
of  the  state. 

The  Louisiana  Legislature  approved 
a  joint  resolution  during  this  year's 
regular  session  establishing  the  center 
at  Northwestern. 

Located  in  the  Teacher  Education 
Center  at  NSU,  the  new  center  was 
established  for  the  purpose  of  col- 
lecting educational  documents,  photo- 
graphs, relics  and  other  memorabilia 
documenting,  depicting  and  reflect- 
ing the  educational  heritage  of  Loui- 
siana. 

Dr.  Robert  AJost,  dean  of  the  Col- 
lege of  Education  at  Northwestern 
said  the  center  has  been  given  the 
support  of  the  State  Board  of  Ele- 
mentary and  Secondary  Education, 
the  State  Board  of  Trustees  for  Col- 
leges and  Universities  and  the  State 
Board  of  Regents  for  Higher  Educa- 
tion. 

"There  has  never  been  a  central 
location  for  the  collection  of  material 
pertaining  to  the  educational  history 
of  this  state,"  said  AJost.  "Students 
and  historians  have  had  virtually  no 
resource  center  for  Louisiana's  edu- 
cational history." 

He  added,  "State  Department  of 
Education  personnel  changes  with 
every  election,  and  when  this  happens 
many  important  files  relative  to  edu- 
cational development  in  this  state  are 
lost  or  destroyed  because  we  have  not 
had  an  archives  where  the  documents 
could  be  preserved." 

Alost  said,  "We  felt  there  should 
be  an  educational  archives  in  Loui- 
siana, and  that  is  why  we  organized 
our  efforts  to  have  such  a  center 
placed  on  the  Northwestern  campus. 
There  is  a  tremendous  amount  of 
material — both  of  museum  quality 
and  of  archival  nature —  that  needs 
to  be  saved." 

The  Northwestern  education  dean 
h;is  named  Mrs.  Fern  Christensen,  an 
associate  professor  of  education  at 
NSU,  as  director  of  the  Center  for 
History  of  Louisiana  Education. 

Mrs.  Christensen  said  lyouisiana  Ls 
one  of  only  a  few  states  which  have 
established  centers  for  the  preserva- 
tion of  historical  materials  on  educa- 
tional development. 

According  to  Aiost,  the  state's 
parish  school  systems  and  education 
agencies  arc  being  encouraged  to  con- 
tribute materials  to  the  center.  North- 
western's  Archives  Division  is  also 
assisting  in  the  establishment  of  the

center   at   NSU   by  making   valuable 
documents  available  to  the  center. 

"We  have  already  had  several  items 
donated  to  the  center,"  said  Mrs. 
Christensen.  'But  what  we  would 
really  like  to  have  is  an  old  one-room 
school  house  that  can  be  restored  and 
furnished  to  give  today's  young 
people  an  accurate  picture  of  how 
public  education  was  conducted  in 
the  past." 

The  center  has  received  a  set  of 
slides  showing  early  schools  of  Loui- 
siana, which  date  from  1900  to  1917. 
A  set  of  early  school  books  utilized 
by  students  after  the  turn  of  the 
century  has  also  been  donated. 

One  of  the  important  documents 
the  center  has  received  is  Eliot 
Knowles'  doctoral  dissertation,  en- 
titled "The  Ufe  and  Career  of  Bev- 
erly C.  Caldwell."  Caldwell,  who  was 
NSU's  third  president,  began  his  edu- 
cational career  in  1876  and  was  a 
noted  educational  pioneer  in  Loui- 
siana. 

The  center  at  Northwestern  has 
also  acquired  a  12-inch  hand  bell 
which  was  once  used  to  call  classes 
to  order  at  old  Louisiana  State  Normal 
College,  now  Northwestern. 

Two  other  interesting  items  which 
will  soon  be  on  display  at  the  center 
are  a  double^frame  35mm  projector 
and  a  combination  opaque-slide  pro- 
jector, both  of  which  were  made  in 
the  early  19O0's. 


N  Club  Scholarship 
Being  Established 

Richard  Ware,  president  of  the 
Northwestern  Graduate  N  Club — an 
organization  of  former  athletic  letter- 
men- — ^said  contributions  of  just  $10 
each  are  being  accepted  from  mem- 
bers to  be  dedicated  toward  establish- 
ment of  an  N  Club  athletic  scholarship 
at  NSU. 

Ware  said  efforts  are  contintting 
to  update  N  Club  mailing  lists,  and 
he  said  former  lettermen  not  now 
receiving  a  monthly  newsletter  should 
mail  their  addresses  to  N  Club  Secre- 
tary, NSU. 

The  N  Club  president  also  stated 
that  induction  of  honorees  in  the 
Northwestern  Athletic  Hall  of  Fame 
will  be  during  Spring  Homecoming 
Feb.  11,  and  he  asked  alumni  to  nomi- 
nate persons  for  the  award  by  writing 
the  N  Club. 

N  Club  members  made  the  decision 
to  fund  an  athletic  scholarship  durii\g 
a  Homecoming  business  meeting. 
Ware  said  Sl,700  a  year  is  needed  for 
establishment  of  an  athletic  scholar- 
ship. 

"This  means  that  we  need  only  170 
N  Club  members  giving  $10  each  per 
year,"  he  said.  "We  have  not  had  this 
kind  of  participation  in  past  years, 
but  earmarking  donations  for  a 
scholarship  should  help  increase  do- 
nations." 


Club  Is  Organized  To  Provide  Support  For  Band 


New  uniforms  will  be  purchased  for 
Northwestem's  Demon  Marching 
Band  with  funds  being  donated  by 
individuals,  businesses  and  organiza 
tions  to  a  new  group  known  as  The 
150  Club. 

Dr.  J.  Robert  Smith,  chairman  of 
the  Department  of  Music  at  North- 
western, said  the  purpose  of  The  150 
Club  is  to  secure  contributions  of 
$150  each  from  150  sources  to  pro- 
vide more  than  $20,000  needed  for 
band  uniforms. 

The  idea  for  The  150  Club  origi- 
nated with  Northwestern  president- 
elect Dr.  Rene  Bienvenu,  who  also  be- 
came the  first  member  of  the  orga- 
nization. Dr.  E.  0.  Howell  of  the 
Northwestern  faculty  is  assisting 
Smith  in  the  membership  drive. 

Smith  said  the  $150  contributions 
are  being  made  to  the  Northwestern 
Foundation  and  are  earmarked  for 
The    150   Club.   He   said    nearly    100 


donations    have    already    been    made 
through  The  150  Club. 

According  to  the  NSU  Music  De- 
partment chairman,  the  band  booster 
organization  was  named  The  150  Club 
because  $150  is  needed  from  150  per- 
sons to  provide  funds  for  new  uni- 
forms for  150  band  members. 

The  Northwestern  Demon  Marching 
Band,  which  had  a  membership  of 
more  than  170  in  the  late  1960's,  now 
has  only  50  intrumentaUsts,  but  Smith 
said  50  freshman  band  members  will 
b.e  added  in  each  of  the  next  two 
years  to  bring  the  band  to  a  150-mem- 
ber  marching  group. 

Smith  said,  "The  uniforms  that  we 
are  currently  wearing  were  purchased 
in  1966.  They  are  worn  out  and  no 
longer  conform  with  the  styles  of 
contemporary  band  uniforms.  At  this 
time,  we  do  not  have  enough  usable 
uniform  to  accomodate  the  small 
marching  unit  which  we  have. 


The  campaign  for  community  funds 
was  organized,  Smith  said,  because 
appropriations  for  new  uniforms  are 
not  included  in  the  current  Music 
Department  budget,  and  uniforms 
could  not  be  obtained  before  1979 
through  regular  budgetary  procedures. 

Smith  said  Bienvenu,  in  proposing 
establishment  of  The  150  Club,  also 
pointed  out  that  the  purchase  of  uni- 
forms with  private  contributions 
would  allow  the  music  department  to 
increase  expenditures  from  its  operat- 
ing budget  for  instruments,  music  and 
other  academic  supplies  and  ma- 
terials. 

"Another  factor  in  the  development 
of  The  150  Club,"  said  Smith,  "is 
that  we  feel  that  alumni  and  friends 
of  the  university  who  contribute  to 
the  organization  will  take  a  more 
active  interest  in  the  band  and  will 
grow  closer  to  our  program,"

Contracts  totaling  $585,000  have 
been  awarded  to  two  Louisiana  firms 
for  the  construction  of  the  final  two 
phases  of  Northwestern's  student 
recreation  complex. 

Fvergreen  Recreational  Enterprises 
of  New  Orleans  was  extended  a  con- 
tract for  $203,100  for  development  of 
a  nine-hole  golf  course  on  the  78  acre 
recreation  complex,  which  is  located 
adjacent  to  the  main  NSU  campus 
on   the   Loui;  iana   Hwy.    1   By-Pass. 

A  contract  for  $385,000  was  issued 
to  E.  C.  Breedlove  Company,  Inc.,  of 
Natchitoches  for  the  construction  of 
four  tennis  courts,  a  tennis  and  golf 
pro  shop,  patio  area,  picnic  shelters 
and  other  general  improvements  to 
the  overall  project. 

both  contractors  have  begun  mov- 
ing equipment  to  the  construction 
site,  and  work  on  the  student-funded 
project  is  expected  to  begin  immedi- 
ately. All  work  now  under  contract 
should  be  completed  by  August  of 
1^78. 

The  first  phase  of  the  $1.3  million 
recreation  complex,  which  included 
the  construction  of  an  Olympic-size 
outdoor  swimming  pool  and  modern 
pool  pavilion,  was  completed  and 
opened  to  Northwestern  students  and 
special  members  and  guests  in  April. 

industrial  Design  and  Construction 


of  Natchitoches  developed  the  first 
phase  of  the  project  at  a  cost  of  more 
than  $700,000.  The  opening  phase  in- 
cluded entrance  roads  to  the  facility, 
large  parking  lots  and  extension  of 
utilities. 

Ciolf  course  architect  Jim  Wall  of 
Houston  has  been  retained  by  North- 
western to  work  with  Gabriel  and 
Associates  of  Lake  Charles,  the  archi- 
tects who  designed  the  recreation 
complex. 

The  golf  course  at  Northwestern 
V  ill  be  more  than  6,000  yards  long 
and  is  designed  as  a  challenging 
pyr-71  course  for  low  handicap  golf- 
ers. The  course  will  feature  several 
water  hazards,  including  two  large 
man  made  ponds.  It  will  also  have  a 
driving  range  and  practice  areas  for 
chipping  and  putting. 

All  major  work  on  the  golf  course 
will  be  completed  by  late  fall.  In 
addition  to  the  course  layout,  a 
sprinkler  system  will  be  installed, 
and  rye  grass  will  be  planted  in  the 
winter. 

The  contractor  will  return  in  the 
spring  to  sod  and  seed  fairway  and 
grerns  areas  with  Bermuda  grass, 
and  the  course  should  open  for  play 
in  liitc  summer. 

The  four  tennis  courts  at  the  recre- 
alion  complex  will  have  a  Plexipave 
surface,     windscreens,     fencing     and 


lighting.  The  tennis  and  golf  pro 
shop  will  include  a  sales  area,  lobby 
rental  equipment  room,  golf  cart 
rental  area,  restrooms,  dressing  quar- 
ters and  management  offices. 

An  outdoor  concert  pavilion  and 
several  picnic  shelters  will  also  be 
constructed  on  the  grounds,  and  a 
patio  will  be  built  to  join  the  tennis 
and  golf  pro  shop  with  the  swimming 
pool  pavilion. 

Wooden  fencing  will  front  the  Hwy. 
1  Bx-Pass  entrance  to  the  complex, 
which  will  also  be  enclosed  by  wire 
fencing  placed  around  the  remain- 
ing sides  of  the  site.  The  complex  will 
have  a  unique  stone  gate  entrance. 

When  the  recreation  complex  is 
completed  in  1978,  Northwestern  will 
be  the  only  university  or  college  in 
the  nation  combining  swimming,  ten- 
nis golf  and  other  recreational  activi- 
ties on  one  central  site. 

The  Research  and  Development 
Commjtlcc  of  the  Student  Union 
Governing  Board  at  NSU  has  been 
responsible  for  the  planning  of  thj 
unusual  project,  which  is  funded 
through  student-assessed  fees  and  a 
federal  grant  from  the  Bureau  of  Out 
door  Recreation  in  the  U.  S.  Depart- 
ment of  Interior  through  the  Loui- 
iliana  State  Parks  and  Recreation 
Commission.

Fall  Enrollment 
Total  Hits  6,216 

Northwestem's  enrollment  for  the 
fall  semester  is  6,216.  including  5,275 
undergraduates  and  941  students  in 
the  Graduate  School. 

Dr.  Arnold  R.  Kilpatrick,  NSU  presi- 
dent, said  the  fall  enrollment  figure 
compares  with  a  registration  total  of 
6,439  in  the  fall  of  1976,  but  he  said 
some  500  more  students  will  enroll 
in  second  session  continuing  educa- 
tion classes. 

NSU  director  of  continuing  educa- 
tion Dr.  Hoyt  Reed  said  more  than 
250  students  were  expected  to  register 
for  nine-week  fall  semester  classes 
beginning  in  October  at  Fort  Polk  and 
that  some  235  will  enroll  for  second 
session  courses  at  England  Air  Force 
Base. 

Kilpatrick  said  Northwestem's  en- 
rollment has  "remained  relatively 
stable  during  the  1970's.  We  have  had 
increases  and  declines  of  100  to  200 
students  in  the  past  several  years, 
but  our  enrollment  has  ctabilized  and 
is  slightly  higher  than  the  5,947  stu- 
dents which  we  had  in  1970." 

Of  the  6,216  students  who  have  en- 
rolled at  Northwestern  thus  far  in 
the  fall  semester,  there  are  2.695 
freshmen,  1,019  sophomores,  696 
juniors.  867  seniors  and  941  students 
in  the  Graduate  School. 

By  college.  Northwestern  has  en- 
roUmenLs  of  844  in  Business;  396  in 
Liberal  Arts;  1,114  in  Education;  1,334 
in  General  Studies;  1,046  in  Nursing; 
641  in  Science  and  Technology  and 
S)41  in  the  Graduate  School.
